Virginia Segregation Is 
Jolted By Primary Vote 
A cai’ stolen overnight from 
Solomon Beaver. 615 W. Highland 
Ave., was recovered early this 
morning in Everett, Pa., state 
police reported today. 
At 5:20 o'clock this morning 
state police bere received a phone 
call from Patrolman Walker at 
Everett asking them to contact 
Mr. Beaver to find whether he bad 
given permission to two young 
men to operate his car. State 
police called and found that the 
auto had been stolen from Beaver. 
Beaver said he was not aware 
the car had been stolen from in 
front of his home until he got 
the Everett call. The only dam­ 
age to the machine, he said, was 
a result of tampering with the 
wiring which the thieves had done 
in order to start the motor with­ 
out the switch key. Beaver plans 
to go for his car this evening. 
Police said they were informed

Plans Settlement 
David J. McDonald, president 
of the United Steelworkers of 
America, said he would offer in­ 
dustry negotiators an undisclosed 
plan for settlement of the strike. 
“ But I guess they’ll turn it 
down,” McDonald added in a talk 
to some 2,000 cheering union mem­
